governor of Chimaa Fu. has succeeded 
In quelling all outward signs of Ta La 
Hui. "Big Knife section, or Boxers" in 
the city. We can not go from the 
city, however, without a guard and 
much of the mission work is at a 
standstill. The British consul, Mr. 
Campbell, is still here. He has had 
two men put to death for the murder 
of Mr. Brooks. It was a cold blooded 
affair and was only possible because of 
the anti-foreign feeling at Pekin. I 
fear we have not heard the end of the 
big knives yet. 
I fear there can only 


be peace in China If it ia partitioned, 
and if partitioned there -will be a long 
period of unrest and u nquiet."

As everybody on the ground •svas 


either killed or injured, it is next to 
impossible to get a reliable description 
of the terrible explosion. It occurre/! 
just before the raen were getting ready 
to close Uf> for the day. TJje drilling 
•n-as done by Michael Hannon and had 
been completed, ready for the fin:d 
shooting. The well was being shot by 
the Humes Torpedo company, -which 
hud lowered 50 quarts of nitroslyceriu 
into the drilling. When the "go-devil" 
was sent down it did not go off as 
expected, and then what 13 known as 
a '"jack-squib." composed of heavy 
iron and dynamite, with a protected 
fuse, was dropped Into the well. 
It 


was expected that v.'hen they came to 
gether there would be the usual blase 
that would shoot the well, but it see:us 
that the "jack-squib" exploded first 
and then the crowd rushed up to set 
the shooting of the grusher, and when 
they arrived at the derrick the first 
charge that was put down went o£! 
with terrific force, wrecking every- 
thing ana blowing the men in every 
direction. The remains of two of those 
that were killed instantly liad to be 
picked up in pieces, and those that are 
fatally injured are mangled ia a hor- 
rible manner. 


All of the victims are residents of 


this county, well-to-do and prominent 
citizens, and the calamity has-spread 
distress everywhere, as well as in th« 
neighborhood 
of 
Whipple. 
Every 


means of relief, so far as nurses and 
physicians and supplies are concerned, 
have been furnished from this city and 
neighboring points, but nothing can 
prevent the death list from being less 
than eight killed, while the extent of 
the injuries of John and Henry Staller 
and Walter Daniels are riot yet known.

The Kansas City Star, independent 


republican, publishes the following as 
a special dispatch from New York. 


It was the other day when I talked, 


or rather listened, to a republican sen- 
ator, just over from Washington for a 
day's stock jobbing. This senator is of. 
some eminence, and one reasonably 
"near" to the White House. He told 
rje that Hanaa and the rest of he ad- 
ministration are politically "scared to 
death." 
He said the news from all 


puarters was bad and that McKinley's 
defeat was apprehended in November. 


The senator talked long and fully: 


the republicans saw a great deal ot 
midnight ahead. "It is not the issue:; 
over which the administration wor- 
ries." said the statesman; "it's the ig- 
noble and loot-stained record that it 
has made ia^Vashington, in Cuba, in 
Porto Rico, in the Philippines—every- 
where, ia fact." 


No, this senator Tvas not Chandler of 


New Hampshire, nor Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts, nor yet Mason of Illinois, al- 
beit all three detest'and abhor McICJn- 
ley, .Hanna and the rest of the repub- 
lican quarter-deck crowd with a very 
abhor of hate. 
The senator -who did 


the talking locked his name frr.ai the 
public by a special request. He voiced 
truth, however; the republican, at the 
capital are prey to a deal of blues. 


Also, tlie 
McKinleyites distrust 


Platt. sThey look on the fox of Tioga 
as quietly moving to do them no good 
in this state. The best judgment of 
party scientists goes to the effect that 
Platt will lead McKinley to defeat If 
he can. 
Platt loi-es Quay and loathes 


Hanna. Platt does not, himself, come 
up for re-election for three years. He 
has no personal iron of hope or fear 
in the fire. 
He may, with satetj', in- 


trigue with Quay, vrhoui he loves, 
against Hanna, whom IIP. hates. Lo- 
cal McKinley folks say that be is thus 
plotting, and that there will b« almost 
as many stay-at-home republicans fro-a 
this autumns polls as in th<3 anti-Gar- 
field year, when Conkliug sulked and 
Platt schemed and Cleveland ran over 
Folger for governor by almost 200,000. 


If half of this McKinlev foreboclinp; be 


true, Bryan should have easy work in 
New York. And it w e1! may be* To 
quietly knife a ticket, evr-ri in a presi- 
dential year, would be no novel enter- 
prise with Platt and Qnay. JIcKin- 
ley's defeat would be wacsr on tbd 
wheels of Platt. To-day he's suspect- 
ed at Washington. McKinley does not 
trusthim, and Hanna prevents him the 
least shadow of power or influence. 
Platt is a very low card in the game of 
politics, as now played. Put McKin- 
ley and Hanna back for .four years 
more and ..Platt'a position will be even 
less. His importance, nationally, '.rill 
disappear, and even his pHeo in Xew 
York will be in danger 
Hanna, with 


a president just inaugurated for four 
years, might even defeat Platt's rc-elftc- 
tion to the senate. 


All this Platt sees. If 
McKinley 


succeeds he's in peril of his political 
life. 
"With McKinley's 
overthrow 


Hanna ,would depart from the stage, 
his "machine" would be d'sbanded and 
the control of the republican party 
would again center in New Sfork, with 
Platt in practical supremacy. 


This Is fli laid down to show that 


the fears of Plattian treason on the 
part of iiervous McKinleyitos is not 
without some shadow ot argument. 
Platt has a latent liking, too, for that 
kjnd of'moonlight politics where j.lots 
spring vir and ripen lik-i mushrooms 
in the night. Under conditions reg- 
istered above and aside from a natural 
tient that way, it m Ight easily occur 
to /him ;that a little Benedict Arnold- 
Ism would flow- a profit to Ills pouch 
Moreover, and Platt will buy liberally 


of it, so that the price will be not too 
high.

na, should ply the knife again-.*: Mc- 
Kinley this fall, Bryan and th« dem- 
ocracy will realize the value ot Uiat 
comfortable aphorism which begins, 
"When thieves fall out." 


Every sign and signal smoke in tbo 


east point to Roosevelt as McKin- 
ley's running mate. Roosevelt shons 
all Ms teeth In anger, or Its simuln- 
tion and sputters against such a sec- 
ond fiddle fate. Roosevelt ,says he 
won't have it. And It may bo that 
Roosevelt means-'all he says; and then 
again, he may mean just the opposite. 
However, the interesting part is that 
nobody among the republicans appears 
to care what Roosevelt wants in the 
premises.

Mr. Bris- 
tow declares, however, that DO man. 
could have inspected Neeley's office 
•without being thoroughly convinces 
that the gravest irregularities were 
being committed. In his opinion Sei- 
bold and Neal were completely under 
the influence of Neeley, who seams ta 
have dominated the whole department 
o£ posts. They have not yet been dis- 
charged, as they may be able to render 
valuable assistance.
